RESOLUTION

IRON AND STEEL ADVISORY COUNCIL 

No. SC(A)-34(63)/61.—The Government of India have decided to reconsti¬ 
tute the Iron and Steel Advisory Council which was set up for two years by the 
Ministry of Steel, Mines and Fuel Resolution No. SC(A)-4(493)/39, dated the 3th 
November, 1959, to advise on all matters of a general character relating to Iron 
and steel and in particular to problems pertaining to production, distribution, 
transport, research, import and export. 

2. The composition of the Council will be as follows: — 

(i) Chairman.—Minister for Steel, Mines and Fuel. 

(ii) Two Ex-officio Members: — 

(a) The President of the Federation of Indian Chambers of Commerce 

and Industry, or his nominee; 

(b) The President of the Associated Chambers of Commerce of India, or 

his nominee. 

(iii) Twentyone members to be nominated by the Government of India who 

are, in its opinion, capable of representing the interests of producers, 
consumers, the trade and the mining and allied interests, 

(iv) Eight representatives of the concerned Ministries of the Government of 

India. 1 

(v) Secretary, Department of Iron and Steel. 

(vi) Iron and Steel Controller—Member Secretary. 

3. The Chairman may also specially invite any other person or persons to re¬ 
present the Iron and Steel Industry or trade or consumers to attend the meetings 
of the Council, 

4. The Council will meet at least twice a year. The Council is constituted for 
a term of two years.
